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Fire in science building spotted by mail clerk

A fire in the basement 
of the science building 
at 1:30 p.m, on Friday, 
Feb. 5, 1999, forced the 
evacuation of more than 
25 people. Students, 
faculty and workers 
were inside the building 
when the automated fire 
alarm prompted them to 
exit the building. 

Mail room clerk 
Anthony French said he 
spotted flames while 
walking across campus. 


The flames were coming 
from the insulation of a 
pipe a worker was 
attempting to weld. 
French said he ran to the 
welder to tell him the 
pipe was on fire. When 
the welder jumped up 
and ran away, French 
went to the physical 
plant to call for help. 

Joanne Stanton, the 
director of the physical 
plant, said that everyone 
inside promptly moved 
to safety. Stanton said 
that the fire department 
arrived quickly and 


extinguished, “smolder¬ 
ing pipe insulation.” 

Vice-chancellor 
Michael Ferrell wouldn’t 
speculate on the cause of 
the fire or whether the 
flammable insulation 
was being put in the 
building or taken out of 
the building. 

The work being done 
to the building is part of 
the ongoing renovations 
for the science building.

Lincoln seminar to be aired Feb. 15 on C-SPAN

More than 60 people 
attended the lecture, “In 
Search of Lincoln,” given 
in the UC Theater on 
Saturday. Dr. John Y. 
Simon delivered the lec¬ 
ture. Simon is a profes¬ 
sor of history at Southern 
Illinois University who is 
currently working on 
completing volumes 23 
and 24 of the “Ulysses’ 
Letters”, and writing a 
book called The Lincoln 
Forum. 

Simon focused his 
speech around the theme 
of Lincoln as a hero. He 
compared Lincoln to 
other presidents. “He is 
truly the embodiment of 
the self-made man,” 
Simon said, referring to 
Lincoln. Facts were 
included about Lincoln’s 
personal life, his presi¬ 
dency, and his assassina¬ 
tion. The audience lis¬ 
tened carefully as Simon

spoke about 
Lincoln’s role 
in the Civil 
War, includ¬ 
ing facts j 
about the 
period and 
other individu¬ 
als involved, 
like Ulysses 
S. Grant. As 
Simon con¬ 
cluded he 
said, “If 
there is an 
American 
hero, it i 
Abraham 
Lincoln.” 

After an 
hour-long 
speech, the audi¬ 
ence was invited to 
ask questions. 
Several members 
of the audience 
took advan¬

asked of Simon, who gave 
an impromptu answer to 
each of them. One man 
asked why it took so 
long after the Civil 
War for African 
Americans to get 
equal rights. 
Simon's response 
was, “It's your 
fault!”, before he 
actually gave his 
answer. He was 
referring to the fact 
m that even though 
slavery was abol- 
ished after the Civil 
^ War, it was other 
Americans that held 
rights back from the 
slaves, even after 
the war. Steven 
Gallien, a 
sophomore 
business 
administration 
major, said the 
lecture was very 
interesting, and he 
said that Simon was very 
knowledgeable about the 
topic. 


Outside of the theater, a 
table was set up with a 
plethora of information. 
Copies of the “Louisiana 
Lincoinator,” a newsletter 
of the Louisiana Lincoln 
Group, were available. 
The newsletter is dedicat¬ 
ed to the life, times, and 
legacy of Abraham 
Lincoln with a focus on 
Louisiana links and the 
needs of educators. 
Among other literature on 
Lincoln, there was an 
application to join The 
Lincoln Forum, which is a 
national Lincoln organi¬ 
zation. 

The lecture was part of 
the Annual Frank and 
Virginia Williams’ 
Abraham Lincoln 

Lecture, and it was spon¬ 
sored by the LSUS 
American Studies 

Program and the 
International Lincoln 
Association. The lecture 
was filmed to air on C- 
Span on Feb. 15.

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Bioethics class introduced 
to LSUS this semester

Bioethics, the study of 
medical morality, is being 
taught for the first time at 
LSUS this semester. The 
class, based on the 
Kennedy Institute of 
Ethics at Georgetown 
University, uses lectures 
paired with small group 
discussions to allow 
detailed exploration of 
issues and personal inter¬ 
action with faculty, guest 
speakers, and other stu¬ 
dents. 

The new class is supported 
by the Center for Bioethics 
and Health Law. 

The Center for 
Bioethics and Health Law 
was formed in early 1998, 
with a view toward 
expanding the ethics cur¬ 
ricula at LSU Medical 
School, Northwestern 

State University Nursing 
School, and LSUS. The 
Center’s intention is to 
serve as an interdiscipli¬ 
nary resource through 
which health care profes¬ 
sionals, health care admin¬ 
istrators, and health care 
facilities throughout 
Louisiana may receive 


advice and education con¬ 
cerning the ethical issues 
encountered in today’s 
changing health care envi¬ 
ronment. 

The bioethics class will 
include lectures and dis¬ 
cussion on the following 
issues: ethical theory, 
codes of ethics, organiza¬ 
tional ethics, autonomy, 
informed consent, pedi¬ 
atric ethics, assisted sui¬ 
cide and brain death, clini¬ 
cal research ethics, confi¬ 
dentiality and truth telling, 
transplantation issues, 
genetics, and managed 
care ethics. Two of the 
guest speakers scheduled 
for this semester are Carol 
Taylor, Ph. D., 
Georgetown University 
and William Winsdale, 
J.D., Ph.D., Institute for 
the Medical Humanities. 
Taylor, a professor from 
the Kennedy Institute of 
Ethics, will lecture on 
organizational ethics on 
Feb. 22. Winsdale has 
written several noted texts 
on bioethics and has been 
nominated by Yale 
University Press for the 
Pulitzer Prize in the gener¬ 
al non-fiction category for 
his recent work concern¬ 


ing traumatic brain injury. 
He will lecture on trans¬ 
plantation issues on April 
19. 

Fredrick R. Parker, JR. 
L.M., is teaching the 
bioethics course with 
Charles J. Paine, M.D. and 
Dorothy G. Hubbard, R. 
N., Ph.D. According to 
Paine, an oncology spe¬ 
cialist, the class deals with 
societal issues that apply 
to us all. Paine has been 
teaching bioethics at LSU 
Medical School for seven 
years. He said he is 
encouraged by the enroll¬ 
ment of 25 students, 
despite the lack of publici¬ 
ty for the course. The 
bioethics class will contin¬ 
ue to be offered on a reoc¬ 
curring basis. 

The course is currently 
being offered in the col¬ 
lege of business. Senior 
status is the only prerequi¬ 
site for the course. The 
required text tor the course 
consists of current litera¬ 
ture. For more information 
about the course or about 
the concern of bioethics, 
Paine can be reached at the 
Center for Bioethics and 
Health Law’s office in the 
BE on campus.

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T.O.P.S. students failing requirements

Some taxpayers are 
concerned that students 
are not fulfilling 
T.O.P.S.(tuition opportu¬ 
nity programs for stu¬ 
dents) requirements. 
T.O.P.S. was developed as 
an incentive to encourage 
students to choose col¬ 
leges in Louisiana. This 
program pays tuition for 
students who meet basic 
criteria: a minimum of 20 
on the ACT scores and a 
minimum cumulative 
GPA of 2.5. Students with 
higher ACT scores and 
GPA’s may qualify for 
increased awards that 
include annual stipend to 
Louisiana colleges and 
universities. To keep the 
T.O.P.S. award students 
must maintain at least a C 
average throughout their 
college career. 

Now some people are 
concerned that failing stu¬ 


dents may be taking class¬ 
es at taxpayers expense. 
A T.O.P.S. recipient is 
required to take at least 
12 hours each semester. If 
they makes below a 2.0 
gpa then they are placed 
on academic probation, 
and therefore loses the 
award. However, if at 
anytime during the 
semester students drop a 
courses leaving them 
with less than 
12 hours 
and 


cannot loose his scholar¬ 
ship because he does not 
have 12 or more hours. 
And that’s what has tax¬ 
payers in an up roar. 

Estimates indicate that 
T.O.P.S. will cost the 
state $83.4 million 
next fiscal 
year.

S financial Aid. Chase 
explains that data for 
T.O.P.S. is looked at 
annually and not each 
semester. Any student 
receiving a T.O.P.S. 
award must successfully 
complete 24 semester 


hours and have an overall 
gpa of at least 2.3 at the 
end of each year. Any stu¬ 
dent not meeting this cri¬ 
teria will automatically 
lose the award, and 
unlike students placed on 
probation will never be 
eligible for it again. As 
far as LSU-S students are 
concerned , according to 
Chase, at least 300 stu¬ 
dents enrolled with 
T.O.P.S. in the fall , and 
many lost their awards 
after being placed on 
academic probation. 
However these students 
are eligible for T.O.P.S. 
again if their grades are 
improved and they meet 
criteria. 

“t understand taxpayers 
concern with this matter. 
That is why I work hard 
to maintain good grades, 
so I won’t waste their 
money or my time,” said 
19 year old Computer 
Science major and 
T.O.P.S. recipient Krystal 
S. Hobbs.

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In Communications 135 
the size does matter

For most courses 
offered at LSUS there is 
a maximum number of 
students per class that is 
allowed to be enrolled 
per semester. In partic¬ 
ular, communication 
135 (public speaking) 
has a maximum number 
of 30 students. 

According to profes¬ 
sors Mary Jarzabek and 
Dr. Charlene Handford, 
who both teach commu¬ 
nication 135, this num¬ 
ber should be lowered 
to the national standard 
of 20 - 25 students per 
class, as was illustrated 
by the National 
Communications 
Association. 

Both professors feel 
that classes like com¬ 
munications 135 would 
more fully benefit from 

lower student-teacher 
ratios because this is a 
performance-based 
class. Therefore, each 
student should be 
allowed enough oppor¬ 
tunity and coaching in 
order to increase his or 
her ability to research, 
organize and present an 
idea professionally. 
With class sizes averag¬ 
ing around 30 students, 
there is only enough 
time for each student to 
give five or six speech¬ 
es. Both professors 
agreed that if there were 
less students per class, 


it would allow adequate 
time for more individu¬ 
alization and more time 
for student develop¬ 
ment. 

But future students of 
communi¬ 
cation 135, 
fear not the 
possibility 
that you’ll 
be in a 
smaller 
class and 
have to 
give a few 
more speeches than 
your counterparts who 
have already taken the 
course. The office of 
academic affairs has 
stated that communica¬ 
tion 135 class sizes can¬ 
not be lowered because 
LSUS simply does not 
have the resources to 
accommodate the staff 
and classrooms neces¬ 
sary for such a change. 

It also said that every 
department would bene¬ 
fit from smaller class 
sizes, but without fund¬ 
ing to aide in expan¬ 
sion, the only recourse 
is to increase the num¬ 
bers of students per 
class. 

For now, the commu¬ 
nications department 
will work to structure 
its classes like commu¬ 
nication 135, where 
increased individualiza¬ 
tion is desired, in order 
to fully meet the educa¬ 
tional needs of its stu¬ 
dents.

I was living in a place 
called Perryville, Md. 
when I met a person that 
introduced me to the 
music of an oh-so-talented 
musician/songwriter/super 
chick, Ms. Ani Difranco. 
It took me another year- 
and-a-half before I actual¬ 
ly bought one of her 11 
albums. When I did, my 
view of female musicians 
expanded and Ani had an 
almost goddess-like status 
in my mind. 

She has been writing, 
recording, and producing 
her own albums, on her 
label. Righteous Babe 
Records, since 1990. Her 
lyrics either deal with her 
personal problems or 
everyday issues, such as 
the death penalty, sex, 
love in the not so roman¬ 
tic sense, and 1 do not 
mean she screams and 
wails because some man 
left her for her best friend. 

Despite many female 
artists that are marketed 
by the mainstream, corpo¬ 
rate music industry. 
Difranco calls her own 
shots. She does not have 
anyone telling her when 
and what to write. She 
has total creative freedom 
and can target whatever 
audience she wants. 

Her new album A,UP 
UP UP UP UP UP, which 
is easier to write than say, 
supports my opinion that 
no Ani album sounds the 
same. She still has the 
magic in her fingers. Her 
aggressive, acoustical 
style defines her sound, 
and her lyrics are still the 
pathway to her thoughts 
and feelings she seems to 
share with every listener. 
But there are also hints of 
jazz , blues, and bluegrass 
styles, along with beat 
poetry, fused together 
with her folk-punk style. 

The sixth track. Angry 
Anymore, is a good exam¬ 
ple of the bluegrass-folk 
fusion. She gives listen¬ 
ers here a picture of a not- 
so-easy childhood, due to 


her parents divorce and 
her ability to learn how to 
love and forgive. Her 
usual hard-hitting acousti¬ 
cal style is changed, 
somewhat, by the banjo 
intro. It is highly 
unlikely that you will ever 
hear this song on a local 
radio station or see the 
video on MTV. 

The 11th track. Hat 
Shaped Hat, snows ner 
ability to improvise and 
cut a jam session that last¬ 
ed over three hours in the 
recording studio, to under 
12 minutes. 

This is where all her 
creativity comes together. 
The lyrics remind me of 
cheesy, beat poetry, but 
the bass, the drums, and 
goddess herself on guitar, 
bring out the 

wonderful folk/jazz/blues 
medley. 

For the devoted 
Difranco fans, do not 
worry, she stills shows her 
heavy folk influences 
throughout the album. 
The first track, Tis of 
Thee, Is the typical song , 
full of rich vocals, folksy 
guitar riffs, and contro¬ 
versial lyrics that would 
make any liberal hearted 
fan smile. It could also 
make any mainstream, 
radio divas feel they could 


only wish to think of 
lyrics so intelligent. 

Of course I am biased 
since I am an obsessed 
fan, believing that inde¬ 
pendent musicians give 
more of their soul into 
songs and fans. Anyone 
who thinks such Top 40 
artists, like Alanis 
Morissette or Natalie 
Imbruglia, define female 
vocaiisi/musicians ui the 
20th century, should buy 
this or any other Ani 
CD! Once you open the 
seal, pop it into your 
stereo, and listen to the 
intelligent lyrics, along 
with a fast, but soothing 
acoustical style. But you 
will see what you have 
been missing.
